He baa got a complete list of the pension 
vetoes, the appropriations Acts, includ- 
ing the River and Harbor Act, docu- 
ments relating to the tariff, tlio coinage 
ol silver, the conduct of the Treasury 
Depaitcaent in regi»nl to roil u dug the 
surplus, and other subjects upon which 
the Democratic party in Congress mirl 
the Administration have uot agreed. 
His largest demands have been for doa- 
tirneuts relating to tbo State Depait- 
laent. He obtained the eorrespjudenoe 
concerning the fisheries troubles with 
Canada and tho imprisonment of Editor 
dotting in Mexico aurl copies of new 
treaties and old treaties with England 
and with othei countries.

This dam fills 
a basin of 2,000 acres to an average depth 
ot thirteen feet; containing about 8,500, 
000 gallons of water. They have about 
twenty-eight miles of irrigation ditches, 
great "and small; have 1,000 acres of al- 
falfa which is flourishing finely and on 
which there can be no failure; also con- 
siderable crops of gram and vegetables, 
with much stock of all kinds. Thus 
their prosperity is insured, for they 
have a good soil aud for moisture are 
not depenrtaut ou a full of rain from the 
heaven. 


FXMUJ one cud of this State to tho 


other thui-8 are places in the Sierras 
where water could be stored nfc a small 
cubt fur Jams. Ths following are a few 
localities in Douglas county.

'eet high and 328 feot in length at the 
top.

aid iu cement. It is B'lid that the pres- 
sure of water, when up to its full height, 


sufficient to force water through tho 


pores of the stone, yot the darn has 
never broken. No such dam would be 
required anywhere in our mountains, 
yet wo can see from thii example "what 
might be done were it considered neces- 
sary. 
In this country tha greatest, 


safest and cheapest storage reservoirs 
might be consti noted, at a distance from 
the mountains where thnie are valleys 
almost entirely surrounded by hills, the 
water to fill them being led down from 
streams in the buerras-. Thebe would 
be out of the reach of floods and tor- 
rents.

The Peruvian Government announces 
that its old stumps are to be redeemed 
and new ones are to be issued in purple, 
green, blue, etc. Paraguy in having a 
one green and threo veiniillion, similar 
to 1884, printed in Buenos Ayres.
